To Be Announ 
Washington, August 8.—#)— 
Radio broadcasting stations which 
transmit phonograph musie after 
August 21 must announce with 
each machine record the fact that 
mechanical music is being sent out, 
under a general order of the Fed- 
eral Radio commission today. 
“While the broadcasting of mu- 
sic through the agency of mechani- 
cal reproduction is not in itself 
objectionable,” the commission or- 
der declared, “the failure clearly 
to announce the nature of such

upon the listening public.”

The Old Alliance Plan, 
It is one of those singular flare- 
backs in politics that this latest 


plan of farm relief revives the old 
“Ocala platform” scheme of the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance in 1892. 

The proposition then was to create 
a subtreasury system through which 
farm crops could be warehoused and 
money loaned on them by the govern- 
ment at 2 per cent interest. -It was 
tremendously popular with the south- 
ern and western farmers who were in 
debt, carrying mortgages at heavy 
rates of interest and paying burden- 
some freight and consumption charges. 

On that platform a number of 
senators and congressmen were elect- 
ed and General James B. Weaver, 
the Populist candidate, carried several 
states and received 22 votes in the 
presidential electoral college. 


There is no such concerted politi- 
cal movement among the farmers now. 
They are running the non-partisan 
“bloc” tactics nnd seeking to obtain 
their objectives by lining up their 
friends in both major parties. 

The only real politics in the farm 
relief field is in ‘the endeavor of the 
yovernor Lowden, of 
Illinois, to make him the nominee 
of the republican party. In the dem- 
ocratic ranks fhere is no distinct farm- 
ers’ movement—which is somewhat 
of a novelty in the panorama.

Public Works or Big Navy. 

The third plan of dissipating the 
$300,000,000 is very attractive to the 
average member of congress, who is 
constantly pressed by his home peo- 
ple for public buildings. There is 
already a fund of $165,000,000 | set 
apart for such buildings,, but it is con- 
trolled and allocated by cabinet. sec- 
retaries, and they are not pleasing 
the congressmen by their handling of 
the matter. So there is a strong 
demand for the revision of the public 
buildings plan and for «direct appro- 
priations by congress itself in the 
old way.

The run-off primary for the gov- 
ernorship was a distinctly bad event 
for the state.

Protecting Bank Depositors. 


One of the most angry sores of the 
body politic in Georgia today is the 
indignation of the people that the 
banks of the state are uot compelled 
to guarantee the deposits of their cus- 
tomers. ’ ; 

Banks cannot do profitable busi- 
ness without depositors and the right 
to manipulate the depesits so as to 
make profits from them. 

Banks that take in the money of 
thousands of small depositors, under 
the cover of confidence and trade 
on the money shouid be compelled to 
guarantee the eafe and full return 
of that money on demand. 

Other states in the union success- 
fully enforce such guaranties and 
thousands of people in Georgia, whose 
deposits have recently been swamped 
in a hundred bank failures, are pant- 
ing to get their legislators on the 
witness stand to testify why Geor- 
gia cannot enact like guaranties? 

It is already assured that any man 
who runs for governor, or for a leg- 
islative office, next year, will have 
to face that question. 


A Gap in the Appropriations. 

I cannot find in the voluminous ap- 
propriation bill any sum _ allocat 
for the “support and maintenance” of 
that lovely state institution—the pea- 
nut and dope-drink stand in the lobby 
of the house of representatives. 

If the great and proud common-

W HECTIC BIDDING 


New York, August 8.—(#)—Excit- 
ed bidding on the New York cotton 


exchange which today followed upon 
the publication of the department ol 
agriculture report indicating a cotfon 
yield of about 1,000,000 bales short 
of expectations. and 6.5 per cent ol 
normal, sent prices soaring 200 points. 
or $10 a bale. the full one-day limit 
permitted under the rules of the ex- 
change. After the limit wa8 reached, 
trading became quiet. — 

The government announcement, to- 
tally unexpected caught the mar<et 
almost devoid of cotton. A 20-minute 
recess had been called to receive the 
report, and when trading was re 
sumed an uproar broke out as traders 
shouted their buying orders. On the 
frantic rise, October cotton leaped to 
18.84 from 16.84. while December 
spurted from 17.17 to above 19.10. 
Even at the day’s top price, many 
traders were unable to execute buy- 
ing orders received from their custom- 
ers as little cotton was offered for 
sale. This was due to recent heavy 
liquidation which had practically elim- 
inated speculative long: lines. ‘ 

The rise in cotton was accompanied 
by an advance of 58 to 83 points in 
the price of cottonseed oil, due to the 
government report, and to a sharp 
increase in lard quotations. ‘Trading 
was the largest of any single day in 
recent weeks totaling dtound 52,000 


barrels. Much of the buying was for 
southern and western accounts. 


NEW ORLEANS 
ALSO UP 200 POINTS. 

New Orleans. August 8.—(P)— 
Prices on the New Orleans cotton 
exchange jumped up 200) points or $10 
a bale, on the publication of the gov- 
ernment cotton forecast today. 

This rise, the most sensational the 
market has known in several years, 


swept all months to the full trading 
limit for the day. The forecast of 


13,492,000 bales was 1,500,000 bales 
less than the trade had expected and 
when trading was resumed after the 
15-minute recess following publica- 
tion of the figures an immediate re- 
versal of sentiment was shown and all 
months forged upward. Traders had 
estimated that the forecast would 
reach 15,000,000 bales, basing their 
beliefs largely upon the fact that gin- 
nings to August 1 had been large, to- 
taling 162,678 bales.

WEEVIL MENACE 
FOREMOST FACTOR. 
Washington, August 8.—(4)—The 


boll weevil menace is the outstanding 
factor in the cotton situation this 
said today in announcing that indi- 
cations at present pointed to a pro- 
duction of 13,492,000 bales. This 


since 1922 and 4,500,000 bales less 
than hast year’s record crop. 

On the weather during the remain- 
der of this month and the first half 
of September will depend whether the 
crop will be larger or smaller than 
that now indicated, the department 
said Hot, dry weather would tend to 
lower the weevil. hazard and corre- 
spondingly enhance the production 
outlook but cloudy and rainy days 
would tend to make the menace in- 
creasingly serious, its experts said. 

Infestation of weevils is the heav- 
iest since 1923, and is three times as 
heavy as at this time last year, with 
Georgia suffering most from the pest. 

In arriving at its figures of in- 
dicated production, the crop report- 
ing board made allowances for aver- 
age abandonment of acreage, for wee- 
vil damage and for average weather 
conditions for the remainder of the 


season. « 
Three Times Heavier. 

“The infestation is reported by cor- 
respondents to be approximately three 
times as heavy as it was a year ago,” 
said the crop board, “and 
is the greatest it has been since 1923 
for the same time of the season, Al- 
owance for weevil damage made the 
erop rting board in arriving at 
its production forecast, assumes av- 
erage weather conditions during the 
remainder of the season and prospects 
may be expected to improve or decline 
accordingly as the weather is more or

“The cotton hopper. which was very 
troublesome a year ago.” the report 
said, “is causing practically no damage 
this year. Red spider is reported only 
in North Carolina and Tennessee. 

“Except in the southwest, where 
drought was serious early in the sea- 
son, stands are fairly good and the 
plants have made good growth but 
have not f.uited heavily as yet. 

Shedding Severe. 

“In Texas shedding during July wad 
severe to a period of high tempera- 
tures. Root rot in that state is not 
as virulent nor general as it was @ 
year ago. Cotton hoppers have ap- 
peared in many sections, although no 
great damage has resulted. Veevils 
are more numerous than in several 
years and boll worms are active. : 

“In Georgia, weevils are present in 
greater numbers and doing more dame 
age than im any year since 1923. In 
the southern and southeastern sections 
all squares now forming and a large 
percentage of small bolls are being at- 
tacked.

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Into New Hands 


Lawrence, Mass., August 8.—(4)— 
The Hopkins-Searles millions will pass 
to new hands as a rseult of the death 
at Windham, N. H.. last night of Ar- 


thur T. Walker, of Brooklyn, N. Y. 
Stricken with a cerebral hemorrhage 
he died within two hours. 


Mr. Walker was residuary legatee 
of the late Edward F. Searles, ec- 
centric multi-millonaire who died on 
his magnificent estate in Methuen, a 
suburb of Lawrence, in August, 1920. 
An effort by Victor Searles, a nephew, 
to break the will, was settled out of 
court and it was understood that he 
received about a million dollars. By 
his contest he forfeited a bequest of 
$250,000 which under the terms of 
the will, as interpreted by the courts, 
went to the University of California. 

Another attempt to wrest a part of 
the fortune from Walker failed when 
the courts threw out the suit of An- 
gelo M. Ellison for $15,000,000 against 
the Searles estate. Ellison for some 
time was employed as a bellboy at 
Searles’ Methuen home and his claim 
was that Searles had promised to 
treat him liberally in his will. 

Searles, an interior decorator, at the 
age of 40, married Mrs. Mark Hop- 
kins, widow of the builder of the 
Union Pacific railroad. They be 
came acquainted when he decorated 
her mansion in Great Barrington, 
Mass. At her death the Hopkins for- 
tune came to Searles, who for the 
greater part of his life thereafter 
was virtually a recluse in the great 
house, surrounded by costly gardens 
and a high wall, which he established 
in Methuen. At times he stayed at a 
veritable castle which he built in 
Windbam, N. H., a few miles away. 

Walker was his confidential secre- 
tary. . He was an obscure worker in 
a New York business office. His 
handling of the Searles fortune - has 
been credited with its virtual doubling 
before Searles’ death, when it was es- 
timated at between 40 and 50 million 
dollars.

New Orleans, August 8.—(4)—Fol- 
lowing publieation of a disappointing 
government report cotton prices soar- 
ed 200 points above the lows made 
just prior to the issuance of the fig- 
ures. The rise was the limit allowed 
by the local cotton exchange. Octo- 
ber rallied from 16.84 to 18.84 and 
closed at the latter figure, a gain of 
183 points for the day. The general 
market closed at a net advance of 183 
to 187 points. . 

Liverpool] cables were better than 
due at the opening and first trades 
showed gains of 4 to 8 points. Prices 
eased off in the first hour on good 
weather in the belt and December 
dropped to 17.10. 8 points under Sat- 
urday’s close. The market then gradu 
ally improved and just before trad- 
ing was suspended to receive the gov- 
ernment figures December had rallied 
to 17.26. , 

The government made the condition 
average 69.5 and the indicated yield 
13.592.000 bales. which was about 1,- 
500,000 bales less than the trade ex. 
pected.. Immediately after the resump- 
tion of trading all months soared 200 
points with December at 19.10. As 
the rise was the limit allowed by the 
exchange trading in these months was 
automatically suspended. 

As there were great volume of buy- 
ing orders in the market and a general 
lack of selling orders trading was vir- 
tually at a standstill and the market 
hung at the top for the remainder of 
the session.

The report reviewed the history of 
the crop, terming it without a parel- 
lel, except perhaps in the days of 
1914-1915 when the country was faced 
“with enormous growth and the initia] 
influences of the world war. During 
the earlier months of the past season 
he said, there was a near panic, witb- 
out reason, fear being expressed that 
the world would not be able to con- 
sume that crop which was forecast. 
coming as it did upon the heels of a 
liberal carry-over. 

Less Than Necessary. 

It related the efforts of the New 
‘Orleans exchange during the period 
when fears for the disposition of the 
crop were felt. At that time Secre- 
‘tary Hester issued a statement of 
_the crop situation at the request of 
. the directors of the exchange. In the 
‘statement Secretary Hester said that 
the world would take all the Ameri- 
ean cotton the sotth could give it at 
around 15 cents, thought it would will- 

ingly take it for less if the south 
would give it for a lower price. The 
‘crop could be handled through the 
ordinary channels of trade, the state- 
ment said. 
Secretary Hester asserted today 
that the crop had been sold for a 
smaller price than it should have 
brought, much of it below the cost 
of, production. But, he added, the 
.fact that we have sold it instead of 
earrying an unwieldly supply in thi 
‘country at the close of the season is 
. beyond the most sanguine expecta- 
: tions of the early fall. The carryover 
‘in the United States. he pointed out, 
exclusive of stocks held by mills. south 
and north, is nearly 250,000,000 bales 
less than at: this time last year, 

The crop sold at an average price 
of 12.44 cents a pound, Secretary Hes- 
ter said, or at $66.73 a bale com- 
pared with $100.92 a bale the pre ‘ous 
year, and $34.19 a bale less, although 
the quality of the crop was a quarter 
of a grade better. 

Prices Recover. 
The low point of the year was 


result of the crop. At home, he said, 
more cotton was used than ever had 
been known in history, and abroad the 
industry is almost back upon a basis 
of pre-war conditions. : 

While our production showed a 
great increase, he asserted, decreases. 
elsewhere offset our increase and the 
aggregate contribution of last year’s 
crops the world’s supply was no 
greater than the previous season. 

The approximate consumption of 
American cotton in Japan during the 
last year was 1,257,000 bales, the re- 
port said,-and during the past six 
months the Japanese mills have con- 
sumed more American cotton than 
ever before’ in their history. Their 
total consumption for. the last six 
months reached 744,000 bales. 


582,000 Bales in Orient. 


India took from America 299,000 
bales, he said, in addition to 21,000 
other bales bought in Liverpool, or a 
total of 262,000 bales. Virtually the 
whole 582,000 bales sent to China and 
India were consumed, he added, and 
also that sent to Japan. 

American mills, the report declared, 
have taken and consumed more Ameri- 
can cotton than ever before in the his- 
tory, although most of the gain was 
shown to be in the south. American 
mill takings reached a total of 8,220,- 
000 bales of American cotton, com- 
pared with 7,289,000 last yedr, while 
their consumption totaled 7,828,000 
bales against 7,034,000 the previous 
year. Opinion among leading mill men, 
Secretary Hester asserted* is that 
since the buyers. of cetton goods are 
not carrying large stocks. the prospect 
is for satisfactory. conditions for some 
time to come, dependent upon the 
coming season’s supply and the trend 
of values for raw material. 

The low price of cotton during the 
past year brought into play addition- 
al sources for its use, and ‘mill men 
have given more attention to mecting 
popular wants than ever before, he 
said, adding that low values weakened 
competition of other textiles with cot- 
ton. 

The world’s consumption of Ameri- 
can cotton he fixed at 17,428,000 
bales, compared with 15,112,000 the 
previous year. Consumption outside 
the south was 2,359,000 against 2,- 
256,000 last year, and consumption in 
the south 5,471,000, compared with 
4,779,000 the year before. These fig- 
ures, he pointed out, did not include 
327,000 bales of foreign cotton which 
the north and south used. 


The carryover was piaced at 7,328,- 
000 bales against 5,369,000. including 
linters, this year, 286,000, and last 
year 261,000. In the carryover, he 
pointed out, were 115,800 bales of 
new cotton ginned before July 30. 


| STANDARD OL GE

New York, August 8.—(P)—A ten- 
tative agreement has been made by 
Walter C. Teagle, president of the 
Stanfard Oil Company of New Jersey.

The arrangement with the German 
Dye Trust is regarded as a_protec- 
tice move on the part of the New 
Jersey company in the event of a 
shortage of crude oil in the future. 
No early production of synthetic gas- 
oline is believed likely, partly because 
of the present over-supply of crude 
petroleum and the fact that the syn- 
thetic product cannot be produced at 
a price to compete with gasoline re- 
fined from oil. 


INTEREST KEEN 
AMONG GERMANS. 


Berlin, Angust 8. Financial 
Writers in Germany today were keen- 
ly interested in an announcement of 
an intimate working agreement in the 
United States between the German 
Dye Trust and the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey. 

Speculation was published as to 
just what engagements the dye trust 
has undertaken in return for the 
Standard’s interest in the German 
“liquid coal” refining process with 
which, say the Vossiche Zeitung, the 
dye trust will enter the market before 
the end of this year. 

This process. says the Frankfurter 
Zeitung has led to a parallel German 
process to be applied to petroleum re- 
fining by which refractory crude oil 
ean be refined under heavy pressure.

The barial. plot, selected today by 
Major General Frank McIntyre. chief 
of the army's bureau of 
affairs, is situated on a small «noll 
overlooking the Arlington amiphithea 
ter and adjoins the grave of Admiral! 
Sampson, one of America’s outstand- 
ing naval commanders in the days 
of “D8. : 

Arrangements for the burial were 
completed late in-the day after the 
arrival in the eapital of Brigadier 
General Frank. R. McCoy. close friend 
of the late governor general. of the 
Philippines who took personal charge 
of the arrangements at the request of 
Mrs. Wood. 

The burial] section is known as the 
“Rough Riders” plot, having been set 
aside by the war department for mem- 
hers of the famous regiment which 
Wood commanded with the late Presi- 
dent ‘Roosevelt second in command. 

Arrives at 7:25 O'Clock.. 

The general's body. will arrive here 
at 7:25 a. m. from Boston, where he 
died early Sunday morning. It’ will 
be accompanied by his widow and a 
military escort of six enlisted men 
under the command of Captain Roger 
Williams. 

At Union station it will be met by 
a larger military escort composed . of 
units hastily mustered into.a_ skele- 
ton regiment from posts near Wash- 
ingtgn. While army regulations: call 
for an escort of a full regiment for 
an officer of Wood's rank. the, sud- 
denness of his death found less than 
the required number. of troops in this 
area: By gathering «units from Ft. 
Myers, Ft. Washington and Ft. Hum- 
phreys the war department, however, 
was able to muster all the compo- 
nent units of a full regiment, even 
though the actual number of men is 
helow that set forth as the escort of 
a major general and a former chief 
of the army general staff. 

Boots Reversed. 

As the funeral party passes along 
Pennsylvania avenue and the road 
leading to the cemetery, situated on 
the Virginia hills overlooking the 
city, a horse will be led in the rear 
of the flag draped casket with the 
boots in the stirrups reversed. 

Flags on all government buildings 
will be.at half mast and all high gov- 
ernment and army officials now In 
Washington are expected to attend 
the ceremonies at the: grave. 

The funeral procession probably 
will leave fhe station about one hour 
and a half after the body ‘arrives. The 
military escort will be commanded by 
Major General Hanson Ely. com- 
mandant of the army war college.
